It’s A Hard Rain’s A-Gonna Fall 


Author, activist, cross-country skier, impassioned climate change 
scholar. Mr. Bill McKibben will visit campus for dinner and a talk in 
the Barn Monday evening at 7:30 pm. Many of you have signed up 
to share a meal with him; only a handful of spots remain, so put your 
mark on the Dining Hall bulletin board if you’d like to number among 
that company. Mr. McKibben’s first book, The End of Nature, was the 
climate conscious call to arms for a general readership. He has since 
written extensively, in magazines and further books, about out of 
control population growth, local-scale food economies, genetic 
engineering, and endurance sports. Organizing large-scale 
demonstrations to raise awareness about climate change led Mr. 
McKibben to form stepitupO7.org and, more recently, 350.org. His 
latest book, Eaarth, details the irrevocable alterations Man has 
wrought on the natural environment. And just yesterday, Mr. 
McKibben, Naomi Klein, Wendell Berry, and a host of other concerned 
citizens published an open letter calling for a campaign of non-violent 
direct action in Washington this August. That’s when major decisions 
about greenlighting the Keystone XL Pipeline from Canada to Texas 
will be made. Mr. McKibben is the Schumann Distinguished Scholar 
at Middlebury College and was elected to the American Academy of 
Arts and Sciences earlier this year.

Read, White, And Blue 


John Ashbery, winner of nearly every American poetry award of note 
and kind friend of Bread Loaf, returns to campus Monday, July 4. Mr. 
Ashbery’s sometimes obscure, sometimes lucid, narrative voice teases 
the reader and leads her into assumptions of certainty. His poems 
frequently send up our demand for meaning, gently chiding or 
mocking such mundane necessities. Borrowing elements of style from 
non-representational painting, Mr. Ashbery crafts “verbal canvases,” 
according to Fred Moramarco in the Journal of Modern Literature. This 
immersive reading experience, combative and enticing at once, will get 
an update when you come to hear Mr. Ashbery read his own work at 
7:30 pm in the Barn. A handful of spots remain open at Mr. Ashbery’s 
table if you'd like to share Monday’s dinner with him.

The New Spirit: Approaching Poetry and the Arts Another Way Around 
by Bianca Stone and Adam Fitzgerald 


In Spring 2011, we had the rare privilege to help teach and coordinate three 
conversations between John Ashbery and New York University's Creative Writing MFA 
students. As a continuation of this work, we’re now happy to be sharing our experience 
and pedagogical approaches with the English teachers of Breadloaf, in association with 
The Promise of Learnings. 


For each conversation, we decided to center our talks around poetic process and 
its relationship to the other artistic disciplines that relate so aptly to Ashbery’s work, as 
well as to so many other contemporary poets across the world: Cinema, Visual Arts and 
Music. For each talk, the particular aspects of Form and Process steered our dynamic and 
evolving focus. 


In high school the approach to poetry is often greeted by confusion and boredom. 
Even for the teacher teaching poetry this can be the case. “You like poetry?” “Naw, not 
particularly. My students don’t get it, and I’m not even sure what it means.” Good news, 
everyone! The poet doesn’t know either! For example, here’s a clip of the poet Matthew 
Zapruder talking about “sense” in poetry, responding to an Ashbery poem: 
http://www.poetryfoundation.org/features/audioitem/1592. 


What Zapruder talks about, and what we’d like to encourage as a prerequisite to 
teaching poetry, is overcoming the fear of the unfamiliar. Poetry, in general, is hard to 
approach for many people and often some poets present more of a challenge in 
recovering our expectations of what a poem should do or how it should behave. When 
you’re about to hear a poem, allow yourself to be in the presence of its mystery—just as 
it is. Welcome the desire to understand and make sense, but also honor the possibility of 
misunderstanding, even sometimes not having a clue what the poet or poem’s up to! Say 
to yourself: this isn’t a code to break; this isn’t a message to decipher. Be in the poem, 
experience it, and be aware that your experience includes everything it provokes within 
you. From there, one can talk about poetry without being burdened by having to 
absolutely understand it right away. 


To this end, we believe it might be crucially helpful to think also about our 
approach to the other arts. How can we think about films, visual arts, and music in terms 
of how we talk about poetry (and vice versa), acknowledging that these genres have 
evolved dramatically during the 20th century. Poetry, of course, has evolved too! While 
the narrative, sequential, and descriptive elements of poetry are still there, there is also a 
movement away from the “factually representative,” so why not explore authors who are 
using the tools of poetry in a new, organic way? As teachers, therefore, it’s our job to 





create alternative teaching methods as outside the box as the most exciting modern and 
contempoary work. 


In looking at other art forms, one may approach poetry with a wider context, and 
a more open mind. For example, it so happens that John Ashbery is a lover of cartoons, 
so one helpful unorthodox approach to teach his poetry is with a few episodes of Loony 
Tunes in mind. In particular, two episodes called “Daffy Duck in Hollywood” and “Duck 
Amuck” (video clips of these are available on YouTube and elsewhere). If you’re having 
trouble explaining to your students how abrupt shifts in narrative/style/place work, just 
look how Daffy Duck deals with it! Pandemonium reigns throughout “Duck Amuck” as 
Daffy attempts to steer the action back to some kind of normality, only for the animator 
to either ignore him or, more frequently, to draw over his increasingly frantic demands. 
It’s funny and absurd, but in truth the episode explores the postmodern idea of the 
complex instability of character, identity, and culture. Only through a kind of anarchy can 
this ground-breaking, highly original visual art explore such a script. 


What we want to emphasize is that in acknowledging other medias & technology 
(and not ignoring our unique, individual tastes therein), we can incorporate more into our 
writing and our understanding of poetry than ever before. This is, of course, an exciting 
thing to share with students. What about this cartoon as a cartoon can we bring to the 
discussion of John Ashbery’s “Daffy Duck in Hollywood” poem, as well as his work in 
general? What do you find engaging that might inspire you, whether teacher, student or 
writer? Getting students in love with the idea that there are many different angles to read 
and discuss a single poem is the very thrust we’re after. Substituting the abstract and 
cumbersome question of “What is the poet trying to do?” with the attentive, writerly 
question of “how is the poet doing it, in this particular poem?” is a liberation.

In a 1992 interview in 
Writing on the Edge, Peter Elbow said, "scratch an academic and you'll find someone who is in trouble with writing, 
and this is only a slight exaggeration. I've also described this trouble, this block, as an almost physical obstacle that 
writers can't move beyond, and I arrived at this description through the language writers use to explain what they 
experience. When referring to their struggles, these writers frequently say that they feel immobilized, motionless, 
stuck, stranded, mired, derailed, disengaged, disembodied, paralyzed, or numb. ‘I'm just not getting anywhere, they say, or, 
‘I feel like I'm going around in circles.’ One graduate student told me, ‘I feel like I'm standing on something I'm 
trying to lift’ “ Ain't it grand when you can describe with precision why youre having trouble writing with any 
precision? Seems cosmically unfair, that paradox.
